Morgan county tobacco farm¬ 
ers saw five varieties on demon¬ 
stration plots on Glenn Lacy’s 
farm at Gras-v Creek today. The 
varieties are Ky 41A. K.v. 35, Ky. 
W F 12 - 53 (wildfire resistant), 
Tenn. Burley 21 (wildfire resis¬ 
tant), and K.v. 58 All these va¬ 
rieties except Tenn. 21 is known 
t' be relatively low in nicotine. 

The farmers heard Ira Massie. 
University of Kentucky Exten¬ 
sion Tobacco Specialist, discuss 
these varieties as they look at the 
time growing under field condi¬ 
tions. 

Morgan County Agent Carl W. 
Sinclair gave a short history of 
the colorful tobacco industry. Ira 
Massie gave a topping demon¬ 
stration and discussed tobacco 
rotation fields on the Lacy farm. 
Curing practices, tobacco plan; 
bed management were observed 
and proper arrangements of coke 
stoves and firing were discussed. 

Mr. Lacy has primed his to¬ 
bacco tor about 10 days and sev¬ 
eral hundred sticks of primed 
leaf were observed This is an 
excellent way for Morgan county 
farmers to make an increase on 
income by priming their lower 
leaves as they become nice and 
yellow, saving the kind of tobac¬ 
co that is demanded by buyers.

The county’s lone high school 
has been a member of the North¬ 
eastern Kentucky High School 
football conference for the past 
few years and its teams have usu¬ 
ally finished in the first division. 

School officials reached the de¬ 
cision to forsake the sport after 
Glendon Stanley, ex-Morehead 
College star, and ten-year men¬ 
tor at the school, resigned to ac¬ 
cept a teaching position in Fells- 
mere, Fla. 

Another factor in eliminating 
the sport was the lack of playing 
personnel in the tobacco-growing 
season. During the fall season, 
many of the prospective players 
were busy cutting tobacco at 
home, and transportation was also 
an item, since a great number of 
the youths must travel consider¬ 
able distances to and from prac¬ 
tice.

I and industrial income, consumers 
I are being misled in believing that 
farmers and their government 
supports are the cause of the hi¬ 
gh cost of living. 

The smallest acercage of corn 
on record was nlanted by Ken¬ 
tucky farmers in 1955. Only sli¬ 
ghtly over 2 million acres, with 
an estimated production of 76 
bushels, is the official estimate. 
A few years ago it required more 
than 3 million acres to produce 
that much grain. This reduction 
in land used for corn will permit 
larger acerages of alfalfa and 
pastures, which reminds us that 
August is Green Pasture Month, 
the time to sow alfalfa and re¬ 
novate old pastures. 

Over 400 farmers and bankers 
attended "'Kentucky Day" at the 
U S Soil and Water Experiment

A demonstration was given on 
the cord tying practice of prim¬ 
ing tobacco 

Generally, there is an excellent 
crop of tobacco in the county, al¬ 
though there has been little rain 
over most sections of the county 
the last three weeks. Tobacco - s 
good quality though not as large 
I in size as last year's It should 
I hi* allowed to get ripe before cut- 
I ting. During this time the farm¬ 
ers ran save valuable leaves bv 
priming, as most of the tobacco 
has not spread as it did last vear 
| and priming can be done rathrr 
easily, saving several hundred 
pounds that otherwise would be 
lost Priming also gives high 
quality tobacco because the plant 
is allowed to ripen 

The extension office in the 
court house has a number of bul¬ 
letins on priming tobacca as well 
as curing tobacco 

Tobacco should be topped when 
it is in full bloom and then suck- 
«red before the suckers become 
too large, leaving the tsffo top 
suckers and then breaking these 
two out just before using the 
knife, the same day the cutting 
is done. This gives a leaf that is 
lower in nicotine and produces to¬ 
bacco which reduces labor Leav¬ 
ing the two top. suckers, except 
in extremely wet weather, will i 
prevent any more suckers from i 
coming. 

It is believed that one of the 

factors of the high quality of the j 
Morgan county crop last year 
was the fact that tobacco was al¬ 
lowed to become dead ripe bc-

A demonstration was given on 
I the cord tying practice of prim¬ 
ing tobacco 

Generally, there is an excellent 
crop of tobacco in the county, al¬ 
though there has been little rain 
over most sections of the county 
the last three weeks. Tobacco 's 
good quality though not a< large 
I in sire as last year's. It should 
I be allowed to get npe before cut¬ 
ting. During this time the farm¬ 
ers can save valuable leaves by 
priming, as most of the tobacco 
has not spread as it did last year 
and priming can be done rather 
easily, saving several hundred 
pounds that otherwise would be 
lost Priming also gives high 
quality tobacco because the plant 
is allowed to ripen 

The extension office in the 
I court house has a number of bul¬ 
letins on priming tobacra as well 
as curing tobacco 

Tobacco should be topped when 
I it is in full bloom and then suck- 
i rod before the suckers become 
too large, leaving the two top 
suckers and then breaking thew 
two out just before using the 
knife, the same day the rutting I 
is done. This gives a leaf that i- 
lower in nicotine and produces to- j 
bacco which reduces labor. Leav¬ 
ing the two top suckers, except > 
in extremely wet weather, will | 
prevent any more suckers from i 
coming. 

It is believed that one of the 
factors of the high quality of the j 
Morgan county crop last yeir 
was the fact that tobacco was al¬ 
lowed to become dead ripe bo- I 
fore rutting 

A period of wet weather pre¬ 
vented field operations in some 
cases letting the tobacco get ripe. 
This is very important In produc¬ 
ing the quality tobacco in de¬

In June And July

RELIGIOUS RITES 
AT JEPTHA HELD 


A mid-June to mid-July study 
of Kentucky farm prices shows 
hogs hit a 10-year, mid-July low 
and the U. S. Department of Ag¬ 
riculture said other products de¬ 
clined generally. 

All grains except corn and bar¬ 
ley evidenced seasonal declines 
as did hay crops Reef cattle, 
calves, sheep, lambs and turkeys 
also showed priee drops 

Hog prices tumbled $1.90 per 
hundredweight during the 30- 
day period, averaging only $17 50. 
the lowest mid-July price since 
1945. 


Representatives of the U. S. 
Forest Service and the Kentuck; 
Department of Fish & Wildlife 
Resources met last week to draft 
plans for stepping up wildlife 
management on the national for- 
est. 

Two new cooperative wildlife 
management areas are being es¬ 
tablished on the Cumberland 
Fore-t Approximately 9.000 acres 
of national forest land in Powell 
and Wolfe counties have been in¬ 
cluded in the Sky Bridge Cooper¬ 
ative Wildlife Management Area 
and a slightly smaller acreage m 
Jackson countv will be known a 
the Mill Creek Cooperative Wild¬ 
life Management Area. 

Both units have already been 
posted and deer and wild turkey 
liberations have been started • In 
drafting plans for expanded wild¬ 
life operations technicians of th- 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources were joined by repre¬ 
sentatives of the U. S. Fores* 
Serv ice and U. S. Fish and Wild¬ 
life Service. 

In commenting on expanded 
management activities. Supervisor 
Robert F. Collins of Winchester 
explained that the Cumberland 
National Forest, covering close to 
one-half million acres in eastern 
Kentucky, is managed under a 
policy which provides for "rmil- 
ltple" use.” "Timber production 
and watershed protection and 
recreation are important segments 
ol multiple use land management. 
Under close cooperation with the 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources we hope to create a 
public hunting ground for use by- 
local residents and visiting sports¬ 
men. From experience on other 
national forests we know that 
this recreationa' use can also be¬ 
come an important source of in¬ 
come to those who live in com¬ 
munities in and adjacent to the 
national forest. Wildlife is on“ 
of the important natural resources 
we are engaged in developing 
In Kentucky this development 
program is being accelerated by 
the active cooperation of the D?- 
partment of Fish & Wildlife Re¬ 
sources.”

It is cleki that barriers such 
as these identified all across Ken¬ 
tucky are created by lack of 
money for schools. 

It is difficult for a well train¬ 
ed teacher to use those practices 
which she knows are good if she 
is faced with an over crowded 
classroom, heavy schedules, in¬ 
sufficient time and inadequate 
materials for individual guidance 
I The responses further reveal th it 
sufficient staff is not available 
for the type of curriculum the 
rhildren need and society ju ,t- 
iliabl.v expects in schools of our 
times 

Statements similar to the fol¬ 
lowing appeared over and ovtr 
I in the 320 responses from teach- 
1 ers who expressed concern about 
barriers to good teaching: 

1 Out of date school rooms 
and equipment do not lend them¬ 
selves to a modern school pro¬ 
gram and modern teaching met¬ 
hods. 

2. Little children need room 
for play activities and experien¬ 
ces. 

3. In a room for 30, I am teach 
ing 59 (Similar statements were 
made by dozens of teachers.) 

4. I do not have necessary su >- 
plies for the kind of teaching I 
have been prepared to do. 

5. It is impossible to provide 
learning experiences in keeping 
with the achievement and ability 
levels of the children in my room 
when books written on only one

6 I should like to use mor" 
visual education films but we 
do not have space to store them. 

7. It is impossible to know my 
student well and to give indiv¬ 
idual attention when I teach ove- 
200 students a day. 

8. There is a great lack of maps 
globes, audio visual aids, and the 
library materials on the interest 
and reading level of my class. 

9 Because of ou* heavy sch¬ 
edule I have no chance to have 
individual conferences and t 
give personal guidance my stul- 
dents deserve and would have in 
a fnodern and up-to-date school 
program. 

10. Elementary teachers have 
not one full period for planning. 

11. My room is too small and 
crowded for the variety of learn¬ 
ing experiences I should like to 
have underway each period. 

12. With the overcrowded sch- 


The teachers of Kentucky want 
to do good teaching They want 
to help each child develop to 
his maximum. They want to 
make the best use of each hou' 
of the, school day. They want 
adequate classroom space and 
teaching facilities. They want the 
oportunity to use the best met¬ 
hods and practices they know. 
Their greatest concern is for the 
welfare of the boys and girls 
they teach. They want them to 
get along well in school, to be 
happy and to develop into res¬ 
ponsible citizens. To these ends 
they work and prepare them¬ 
selves.

They 
have set for themselves such 
high standards of preparation 
that Kentucky is listed as one of 
the fourteen high standard state-.

On the whole the average college 
preparation of all teachers in 
Kentucky is at its highest level.

Of the 350 teachers who 
look part in the survey, 320 fra- 
nklv'said that their teaching did 
not reflect the best practices 
they knew because of the follow¬ 
ing barriers:
